Hickman, Ky., May 27. — Ken- 
tucky's storm death list stands at 
twenty-eight at t o'clock thia morn- 
ing. Two towns. Bardwell and Led- 
ford. were destroyed. At Ledford 
nine persons were killed, at Dondu- 
mat, ate near Hickman tbirtaeir.
